In  doing  this  we  need  not  and 
Should  not  antagonize  state  Institutions.  They 
have  their  mission,  for  there  are  many  to  patron- 
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lze  them  who  sustain  no  active  relation  to  any 
denomination,  and  have  [no  positive  religious  eon 
vlctiona  But  I  believe  we  should  as  pastors  en¬ 
courage  BaptUt  boys  and  girls  to  attend  Baptist 
schools,  and  we  should  urge  Baptist  parents  to 
patronise  their  own  denominational  Institutions. 
We  must  as  pastors  also  help  our  people  to  see 
their  obligation  to  contribute  as  they  should  for 
the  equipment  and  endowment  of  our  denomina¬ 
tional  schools.  We  mayi  not  expect  Baptists  gen 
erally  to  patronize  their  own  schools  unless  they 
afTord  educational  facilities  equal  to  those  found 
In  State  institutions.  The  State  schools  are  con¬ 
stantly  progressing  and  so  must  our  Baptist 
schools.  But  to  make  them  better  and  better  will 
require  more  and  more  money.  Denominational 
schools  already  feel  tyry  keenly  the  powerful 
competition  of  8tate  institutions,  and  this  com¬ 
petition  Is  going  to  be  (till  greater  in  the  future. 
As  pastors  we  have  not,  heretofore  felt  this  situa¬ 
tion  to  be  serious  and  threatening;  but  I  be¬ 
lieve  the  time  has  now  loome  when  we  must  open 
our  eyes  and  help  our  people  to  see  the  peril 
that  threatens  our  denominational  schools,  the 
fearful  consequences  that  must  follow  If  they  are 
not  sustained,  and  the  solemn  obligation  to  sup¬ 
port  them.

But  I  see  In  this  an  illustration,  An 
Illustration  of  what  wpuld  result  from  throwing 
all  of  the  creeds  of  pj-otestant  Christendom  Into 
the  smelting  pot  of  tity  Church  Federation.  There 
would  come  out  such  anomaly  for  a  creed  as 
the  golden  calf  was  for  a  god. 

I  know  the  creeds  ijre  all  defective.  Maa  un¬ 
inspired  of  Ood  nevei)  made  anything  that  was 
otherwise.  But  of  at  the  abnormal  things  of 
which  I  can  think  thft  most  ridiculous  would  be 
a  creed  made  out  of  all  the  creeds,  moulded  to 
suit  all  of  the  oreedlsty.  The  calf,  as  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  God,  "wouw  not  be  In  It”  To  make 
such  a  creed  and  fore*  people  to  accept  It  would 
be  worse  than  Romish  [tyranny,  regardless  of  how 
the  force  should  be  applied. 

Better  far  a  creed  lor  every  man  and  woman, 
and  all  be  free  to  thliik  and  feel  and  act  under 
freedom’s  Inspiration,  (than  one  cre^d  for  all  with 
millions  cowed  and  dominated.  Patrick  Henry  Is 
quoted  as  having  said,  “Give  me  liberty  or  give 
me  death."  I  would  tyy.  Give  to  everybody  per¬ 
fect  liberty  to  hold  ahd  teach  what  God’s  word 
teaches  him  or  her,  or  [give  me  death.  A  thousand 
times  better  be  dead  than  to  be  dominated  In 
matters  of  religion. 

I  believe  In  Union  and  Unity,  and  believe  In 
working  for  it,  and  I  Believe  that  If  Christendom 
would  burn  all  of  the  creeds,  then  make  a  creed 
out  of  the  very  won  a  of  the  Scriptures,  there 
would  be  a  union  suet  as  God  would  approve  and 
the  millennium  would  soon  be  ushered  In.  But 
for  any  set  of  men  to  undertake  to  make  a  creed 
which  requires  anybody  to  give  up  what  God’s 
word  teaches  him  >r  her,  or  to  refrain  from 
teaching  It,  which  Is  the  same,  would  be  worse 
than  the  sin  of  Ananlt  s. 

If  the  Federatlonlst  i  wll  Ipermlt  It,  let  u*  ahow 
them  that  we  have  no  creed  but  the  Bible,  and 
that  we  are  ready  now,  and  always  will  be,  to 
unite  with  all  believers  In  Christ  on  Just  what 
the  word  says.  Let  jthe  word  say  what  It  says 
and  mean  what  it  says  on  all  points  of  doctrin* 
and  practice  and  no  ordinary  child  will  misunder¬ 
stand.

So  great  has  been  our  increase  in  wealth,  so 
vast  our  expansion  in  agriculture  and  industry 
and  in  the  building  of  ships  for  world  commerce, 
that  this  country  has  become  the  greatest  poten¬ 
tial  factor  In  world  affairs.  Its  responsibilities  are 
as  great  as  Its  opportunities. 

All  that  I  have  said  as  to  the  country  1b  pre¬ 
eminently  true  of  the  South.  It  Is  the  richer  for 
the  war.  Its  loss  In  man-power  has  been  rela¬ 
tively  small.  The  nation  has  learned  to  know  of 
the  South's  resources  as  never  before.

The  churches  evidently  h*ve  a  hard  time  trying 
to  please  the  Jackson  Dally  News.

"The  carnal  mind  ik  enmity  against  God" 
and  the  News  seems  to  be|  proof  of  it. 

And  now  as  to  the  charge  that  the  churches 
have  done  nothing  for  the  Soldiers.  It  1*  like  the 
answer  to  the  question  Why  a  live  fish  put  Into 
a  basin  of  water  does  hot  add  to  Its  weight.  The 
answer  Is  “It  ain't  so.”  (jf  course  the  News  edi¬ 
tor  didn’t  know  it  wasn't; so  for  there's  a  whole 
lot  that  goes  on  In  the  churches  he  doesn’t  know. 
Truth  is  the  activities  of  the  churches  seem  a 
terra  Incognita  to  him.  {The  truth  Is  that  the 
Baptist  churches  both  North  and  South  have  spent 
thousands  of  dollars  directly  to  provide  a  ministry 
to  the  boys  in  khaki.  Ttiiey  had  scores  of  work¬ 
ers  and  few  camps  were  without  their  ministry. 
The  editor  of  the  News  was  one  of  the  kind  Of 
soldiers  that  never  went  |o  camp,  but  was  safely 
housed  for  a  brief  space  in  Washington  City.  Be¬ 
side  the  special  ministers  sent  by  tbe  churches,  for 
other  denominations  did  this  work  as  well  as 
Baptists,  the  church  members  were  the  support 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretaries  In  their  work. 
Their  appeals  were  constantly  made  to  and 
through  the  churches.  Nearly  every  pulpit  was 
their  ally  and  support,  ^hc  work  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  would  have  been  impossible  without  the 
support  of  the  Churches  and  they  themselves  con¬ 
stantly  testified  that  they  were  the  agents  of  the 
churches  In.  doing  their  work  and  spending  their 
money.  These  facts  are  known  to  every  average 
citizen,  but  the — well  there  are  some  folks  that 
are  yet  behind.

This 
picture  show  had  bills  advertising  my  dear  friend 
Charlie  Chaplin  and  we  made  a  rush  on  it.  We 
were  conducted  way  down  In  the  ground  and 
found  the  hall  th«re,  where  It  was  put  to  be  safe, 
I  suppose  from  aerial  bombs.  Well,  shucks, 
they  didn't  have  old  Charlie,  at  all.  They  bad 
a  pretty  fair  show,  though.  It  was  funny  to 
see  the  pictures  moving  along  quite  natural  and 
home-llke,  and  then  have  the  "readers"  and  ex¬ 
planations  flashed  on  In  French:  "lie  Bel  In- 
•  emnu,”  "Jal  selge  ans  et  beaucoupe  rlchess^!” 
etc.  I  pick  it  up  pretty  fast,  though. 

When  we  got  back  to  Salzerols  yesterday  at 
noon  we  found  the  srhool  vas  "finis.”

It  to  be,  of  Impressing  them  with  the  great  vital 
truths  of  the  death,  the  burial,  and  the  resur¬ 
rection  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  converts  were  the  result  Of  a  three  weeks 
meeting  which  this  simple  servant  of  God  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  camp.  Hia  captain  gave  him  per¬ 
mission  to  hold  this  service,  and  I  can  not  think 
of  any  effort  which  was  more  effective  In  toning 
op  the  morale  of  these  negro  troops,  than  this 
service  which  this  servant  of  Ood  rendered  to 
that  camp.  The  commanding  officer,  himself  a 
Roman  Catholic,  personally  came  to  me.  and  ask¬ 
ed  me  to  buy  In  Paris  the  best  Bible  I  could  find 
to  be  presented  to  this  minister  as  a  gift  from 
the  commanding  officer.  It  Is  very  difficult  to 
find  excellent  copies  of  the  scriptures  In  English 
in  this  country,  but  l  got  him  the  -best  1  could 
find. 

It  may  he  of  Interest ’to  the  reader  of  this  lit¬ 
tle  sketch  to  know  that  the  address  of  this  sol¬ 
dier  Is  No.  SO  Washington  Ferry  Road.  Mont¬ 
gomery.  Alsbams,  snd  that  he  Is  connected  with 
the  Ctnon  Baptist  Church  there. 

At  the  close  of  the  service  the  congregation 
wet  t  to  their  tents,  and  later  on.  the  ordinance 
of  tho  I-ord's  Supper  was  administered  by  the 
ras'er.  I  was  greatly  Interested  In  the  fact  that 
thi»  simple  negro  aald  to  me:  "Doctor  Virgin  1 
have  made  np  my  mind  to  carry  ont  the  com¬ 
mandments  of  Christ  In  France  Just  as  we  have 
carried  them  out  In  the  South,  and  I  am  going  to 
serve  my  Lord  Just  as  consistently  here  as  I  tried 
to  do  It  there." 

As  we  were  returning  to  my  headquarters  the 
two  Englishmen  said  to  me:  “We  have  been 
deeply  impressed  with  the  religious  fervor  of  that 
service,  we  never  saw  it  on  this  wise  before." 
"It  looks  to  me  to  be  quite  scriptural."  one  of 
them  said.  This  last  remark  was  from  a  man 
who  had  for  years  been  an  Episcopalian.

it  was  at  Camp  Canet,  in  the  summer  season 
The  administrator  was  Pastor  Wiley  Hill.  The 
church  was  organised  as  "The  soldiers  union 
church,"  union  only  In  name.,  and  was  composed 
of  colored  troops  from  Co.  D,  33.6,  the  labor  bat¬ 
talion.  The  church  was  regularly  organised  at 
Camp  Canet,  and  bad  a  pastor  and  aeren  dea- 
cons,  some  fifty  members  and  a  regular  Sunday 
School  of  about  103  average  attendance. 

The  splendid  work  was  the  result  of  the  en¬ 
thusiastic  and  consecrated  efforts  of  this  man  of 
Cod  who  gave  every  evidences  of  Intense  desire 
to  win  his  negro  brethren  to  the  knowledge  of 
Jesps  Christ  as  their  Saviour. 

The  baptistry  was  a  pool  In  the  camp  of  tome 
Mororan  and  Arabian  detachments,  which  pool 
was  used  for  bathing  purposes  by  the  soldier*. 

The  writer  does  not  recall  a  more  Impressive 
baptismal  service  that  it  was  ever  his  privilege 
to  have  seen.  At  a  very  short  distance  w4re  the 
waters  of  the  Metltprranean,  and  because  of  our 
proximity  to  this  bob  which  washed  the  shore  of 
Moroco,  Algeria,  Tuniata  Trlpolltnine,  Egypt, 
and  other  southern  and  oriental  countries  there 
were  inhabitants  of  those  countries  present. 

Crowded  on  the  edge  of  the  pool  were  Mo- 
racans,  Negroes.  Senegalese,  Madagascans. 
French  pollus,  and  American  soldiers,  both  white 
and  colored.  They  all  knew  that  the  baptiemal 
sen-vice  was  to  be  conducted,  for  an  announce¬ 
ment  had  been  sent.  live  writer  was  invited 
by  the  negro  minister  to  take  part  In  the  service, 
and  drove  to  the  camp  in  hia  auto,  accompanied 
by  several  Englishmen,  one  of  whom  was  a  min¬ 
ister  of  the  Established  Church,  and  the  other  a 
resident  of  twenty  years  In  France,  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  English  Reformed. 

Off  in  the  distance  we  heard  tho  old  time  sing¬ 
ing  of  that  negro  hymn  "Thank  Ood  Almighty  I 
am  Free  At  Last."  and  as  they  approached  near¬ 
er  to  the  place  where  the  baptismal  service  was 
to  be  conducted  they  began  singing  “Give  Me  that 
Olid  Time  Religion,  It  Is  Good  Enough  for  Me.” 
Very  soon  we  saw  them  coming,  and  they  re¬ 
minded  me  of  many  scenes  In  the  Sooth,  for  the 
minister  and  all  the  candidates  were  clothed  in 
white,  and  were  leading  the  procession,  a  large 
company  of  negroes  dressed  In  khaki  following. 

As  they  gathered  around  the  pool  they  sang 
with  wonderful  fervor:

THAT  LABOR  CONGRESS. 

The  only  purpose  of  this  writing  Is 
to  disabuse  the  mind  of  the  good  Ed¬ 
itor  of  the  “Baptist  Record"  concern¬ 
ing  the  "Labor  Unions"  and  especial¬ 
ly  the  “federation  Congress”  at  Chi¬ 
cago  of  which  he  writes  an  editorial 
of  austere  criticism.  The  editorial  was 
undoubtedly  written  from  a  mis¬ 
guided  or  one-Blded  Investigation. 
Prior  to  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  credentials,  the  I.  W.  W.  and 
Radical  Socialists  had  the  meeting 
pretty  wjell  1n  hand,  but  when  the 
credential  committee  reported  the 
fanatics  were  relegated  to  the  gal¬ 
leries  and  the  congress  consisted  of 
as  loyal  and  patriotic  men  as  ever  as¬ 
sembled  in  America,  and  it  was  not 
lacking  In  Intelligence;  and  that  was 
the  body  of  men  that  passed  the  reso¬ 
lutions  calling  a  nation  wide  strike 
on  July  the  fourth  next  to  force  a 
new  trial  for  Thomas  J.'  Mooney.  Let 
us  note  well  that  the  resolution  was 
hedged  about  with  conditions  that 
every  other  means  was  to  be  exhaust¬ 
ed  prior  to  the  time  set  for  the  strike 
to  secure  that  new  trial,  bnt  In  case 
of  failure  the  strike  would  be  called. 
Every  person  that  has  taken  time  to 
Investigate  the  Mooney  case  from  an 
Impartial  and  conservative  view 
point  is  satisfied  that  he  was  con¬ 
victed  on  purged  evidence  and  that 
was  secured  .with  a  money  consider¬ 
ation.  The  seven  commissioners  sent 
by  the  government  to  investigate  the 
disquietude,  reported  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  that  Mir.  Mooney  was  convicted 
with  suborned  perjury  and  that  he 
was  entitled  to  a  new  trial.  Judge 
Griffith,  the  trial  Judge  after  It  had 
passed  out  of  his  Jurisdiction  was 
convinced  that  the  evidence  on  which 
Mooney  was  convicted  was  false  and 
suborned,  apd  since  has  been  advo¬ 
cating  a  new  trial  for  the  convicted 
man.  The  Sqperior  court  has  Ignored 
every  appeal  and  what  else  can  be 
done  by  th*  Labor  Federation.  The 
ballot  and  the  strike,  are  the  only 
weapons  (hat  Labor  haa  in  the  way 
of  defense  and  they  certainly  are 
justified  In  using  them,  under  such 
circumstances.  The  Federation  of 
Labor  placed  Itself  at  the  forefront 
In  the  beginning  of  the  war  and  kept 
every  pledge  to  the  end.  But  sad  to 
know  that  some  are  ready  to  brand 
them  as  “anarklst”  because  they  con¬ 
tend  for  Individual  rights  as  they 
fought  for  national  rights.  There  is 
no  danger  in  laborers  under  a  right¬ 
eous  economy.  It  is  the  Idle  money- 
sharks  that  stir  up  strife.  There  has 
never  been  a  war  since  the  creation 
for  which  the  existing  money-power 
was  not  responsible.  This  Is  not  an 
Idle  or  reckless  assertion,  bat  his¬ 
tory  will  bear  It  out  without  a  strain 
In  sentiment.  This  writer  has  the 
highest  regard  and  utmost  confidence 
In  and  for  the  editor  of  the  Baptist 
Record  and  admires  his  editorial  pol¬ 
icies,  but  I  am  led  to  believe  that  he 
wrote  from  newspaper  report  rather 
than  first  hand  facts.  But  we  have  an 
abiding  faith  that  God  rules  now  as 
ever  and  that  "All  things  work  to¬ 
gether  for  good  to  them  that  love 
God;  to  them  who  are  called  accord¬ 
ing  to  HU  purpose.”

Hutson  is 
correct  In  saying  that  the  editorial  in 
question  was  written  from  Informa¬ 


tion  gained  from  the  newspapers. 
That  U  the  ony  sort  of  Information 
uvallabla  to  us  In  a  rase  like  thU.  If 
Brother  Htuson  has  any  other  source 
of  Information  he  haa  not  mentioned 
it,  and  we  should  be  very  suspicious 
of  any  Information  that  was  afraid 
to  get  to  the  public  through  the  news¬ 
papers.  The  newspapers  are  far  from 
seeking  to  do  the  labor  unions  any 
Injustice.  They  are  generally  strongly 
sympathaUc  and  try  to  be  Just  to  all. 
Their  chief  danger  Is  in  being  Intima- 
dated  by  threats  of  violence  on  the 
part  of  men  who  dynamite  newspaper 
offices  and  threaten  etrlke  and  boy¬ 
cott.  We  do  not  charge  this  up  to 
union  labor,  but  It  Is  a  danger  which 
union  labor  ought  to  guard  agalnat. 

We  have  rot  followed  closely  all 
the  details  of  the  trial  and  are  not 
prepared  to  form  an  opinion  as  to 
the  gnllt  or  Innocence  pf  the  con¬ 
demned  man.  That  U  not  now  the 
question  under  discussion.  Many  a 
guilty  man  has  been  hung  by  a  mob 
but  the  fact  that  he  was  guilty  did 
not  clear  the  men  who  hung  him 
from  the  charge  of  murder.  They 
were  murderers,  for  they  were  not 
executing  the  law  hat  violating  It.  So 
the  man  or  group  of  men  who  under¬ 
takes  to  wreak  vengeance  on  a  whole 
nation  of  men,  women  and  children 
by  destroying  Industry  and  paralixing 
transportation  are  guilty  of  all  the 
suffering  or  death  that  results  from 
their  action,  when  they  dofy  the 
courts  and  use  their  power  to  pro¬ 
duce  famine  and  hunger.  Justice  may 
sometimes  miscarry  In  the  courts  (In 
this  case  we  do  not  know  all  the 
facta)  but  the  miscarriage  of  justice 
In  one  case  does  not  justify  us  In 
burning  the  courthouse  and  dynamit¬ 
ing  the  whole  machinery  of  justice. 
Suppose  some  Innocent  preacher 
should  be  condemned  foy  a  crime 
which  he  had  not  committed,  should 
all  the  preachers  lock  up  the 
churches  and  refuse  to  minister  to 
the  people?  Should  we  hold  no  serv¬ 
ices  and  marry  no  people  and  bury  no 
body  till  this  single  wrong  was  cor¬ 
rected?  That  might  be  good  Roman¬ 
ism  but  mighty  poor  Christianity. — 
Editor.

Secretary  of  State,  care  has  been  tak 
en  to  name  in 


one  paragraph  the 
States  which  have  ratified  up  to  the 
number  of  three-fourths  of  all  the 
States,  and  the  following  paragraph 
proclaims  the  fact  of  such  proportion 
to  the  whole  number  of  States  in  the 
Union, and  when  additional  States  be¬ 
yond  the  required  three-fourths  have 
ratified  the  amendment.

has  been  Bet  forth  in  additional  par¬ 
agraphs  In  the  proclamation. 

The  proclamation  Itself  follows  the 
law  of  Congress  in  Section  205,  R.  8. 
Just  quoted,  and  simply  states  that 
the  amendment  has  become  valid  and 
in  no  wise. has  attempted  to  fix  the 
date.  Tbe  reasonable  theory  is  that 
this  date  is  absolutely  fixed  by  Article 
V  of  the  Constitution  Itself.” 
Constitutional  Amendments  Not  Sub¬ 
ject  to  State  Referendum* 

Mr.  Dinwiddle  said  "There  is  no 
basis  foe  the  claims  of  the  liquor 
men  that  this  amendment  must  be 
submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  of 
the  22  States  which  have  some  form 
of  referendum.  Without  going  Into 
tbe  question  exhaustively,  there  are 
two  overmastering  reasons  why  a  ref¬ 
erendum  under  State  laws  cannot  be 
had  upon  the  vote  of  a  state  legisla¬ 
ture  ratifying  an  amendment  to  the 
Federal  Constittulon.  There  are  two 
ways  of  submitting  amendments  to 
the  Federal  Constitution,  and  also 
two  ways  by  which  they  may  be 
adopted.  There  is  absolutely  no  way 
under  our. present  Constitution  for 
the  people  directly  either  to  oppose 
amendments  or  ratify  them  when 
proposed.  The  XVIII  Amendment  was 
proposed  by  Congress  by  two-thlds 
vote  required  by  the  Constitution. 
Congress  specified,  as  it  could  and 
must  do  under

“Since  the  amendment’s  adoption 
has  been  assured  I  notice  the  ques¬ 
tion  has  been  raised  as  to  when  it 
becomes  a  part  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States.  Tbe  opinion  has 
been  expressed  in  some  circles  that 
It  only  becomes  effective  when  the 
proclamation  has  been  issued  by  the 
Secretaryof  State.  Others  hold  to  the 
view  that,  an  amendment  becomes  a 
part  of  the  Constitution  as  soon  as 
36th  State  has  ratified  It.  I  feel  con¬ 
fident  that  the  latter  view  Is  the  cor¬ 
rect  one  and  that  the  eighteenth 
amendment,  providing  for  nation¬ 
wide  constitutional  prohibition  will 
be  effective  on  and  after  January  1-8, 
and  nation-wide  constitutional  prohi¬ 
bition  will  be  effective  on  and  after 
January  18,  1920.  I  hold  this  view 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1st.  The  Constitution,  which  fs  all 
controlling  specifically  says  (Article 
V)  that  amend  menu  properly  pro¬ 
posed  by  Congress  ’shall  be  valid  to 
all  Intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of 
this  Constitution,  when  ratified  by 
the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of 
the  several  sUtes.'  If  it  had  been  ln-

the  Constitution, 
whether  the  ratification  should  be  by 
the  legislatures  of  the  SUtes  or  by 
conventions  In  the  States  called  for 
that  purpose.  It  specified  the  legisla¬ 
tures,  bb  had  been  done  In  the  case 
of  the  17  preceding  amendments.  It 
Is  absolutely  beyond  the  power  of  any 
State  to  change  the  form  of  the 
amendment  thus  submitted  by  Con¬ 
gress  or  the  method  by  which  It 
shall  be  adopted.  The  States  can  rat¬ 
ify  or  reject  as  subimttetl,  but  they 
cannot  add  to  or  take  from  what 
Congress  has  proposed.  The  Consti¬ 
tution  (Article  V)  says  that  amend¬ 
ments  so  submitted  by  Congress  shall 
be  valid  ,etc.  ‘‘when  ratified  by  the 
legislatures  of  three-fourth  of  the 
several  States 


It  is  absolutely  be¬ 
yond  tbe  power  of  a  SUte  to  attach 
another  or  supplemental  condition  to 
its  legislature's  ratification  of  a  Fed¬ 
eral  Amendment  by  the  requirement 
of  a  referendum  to  the  voters  of  tbe 
SUte. 

Until  the  adoption  of  the  XVlIth 
Amendment.  United  States  Senators 
were  elected  by  tbe  legislatures  of 
the  various  states.  The  duty  of  elect¬ 
ing  Senators  then  was  Imposed  upon 
state  legislatures  by  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  as  much  as  is  the  duty  of  pass¬ 
ing  upon  proposed  amendments  to 
the  federal  Constitution  now.  In  a 
case  which  directly  involved  the 
right  and  power  of  a  SUte  to  Impose 
limitations  upon  the  relations  be- 
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even  delay  for  a  day — much  lees  da- 
feat  —  nation-wide  prohibition 
though  they  may  afford  the  reUlned 
legal  lights  of  the  traffic  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  continue  the  ‘‘milking’’  pro¬ 
cess  so  long  enjoyed  and  so  reluctant¬ 
ly  released.
